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Annual Cherry Sheet 
Released, No Effect 
Seen On Tax Rate 


Town officials announced that the 
figures in the fiscal 1981 "cherry sheet" 
released by the state last week will have 
virtually no affect on the town's tax rate, 
despite’ a net loss of approximately 
$126,000 compared to last year. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said 
the projected tax increase of $4.46 an¬ 
nounced at Town Meeting would 
probably remain. . That would push the 
rate next year to $79.26. 

The "cherry sheet" is a form released 
by the state at the end of each fiscal year 
that estimates the amount of money 
towns are to be reimbursed by the state 
as well as how much they must pay the 
state and county governments for ser¬ 
vices . 

State aid was estimated at $2,832,121 , 
a drop of almost $53,000 from last year. 
Meanwhile, charges rose from $1,497,801 
to $1,570,249. If the $126,000 had been 
restored it would have reduced the tax 
rate by approximately 60 cents, said 
Comptroller Alphonse Faggiano. 

Faggiano received praise from other 
town officials for projecting “almost to 
the penny” what the reimbursements 
and charges would amount to. 

"1 haven’t looked at the figures 
closely but A1 (Faggiano) told me the 
projections were pretty much on the 
nose. I’m not pleased that the rate is 
going up $4.46 but it could have been 
worse if the projections had been 
wrong," Selectman Chairman Wade 
Welch said. 

Although state aid exceeded charges 
by more than $1.2 million Faggiano 
explained that state mandated programs 
easily wiped out the surplus. Chapter 766 
programs, which require certain classes 
for handicapped students, cost Win¬ 
chester over $1 million in direct costs last 
year and another $400,000 in indirect 
costs such as classroom maintenance, 
heating and materials, Faggiano said. 

The two biggest charge increases 
came from the Mass. Bay Transportation 
Authority (MBTA) and Middlesex 
County assessments. 


The “T" assessment rose over $75,000 
— to $393,800. County costs climbed up to 
$451,407 from the $402,000 figure of a year 
ago. The county costs particularly irked 
Groux and Faggiano. The state assumed 
county court costs starting in fiscal 1979 
and it was expected to dramatically 
decrease assessments to the com¬ 
munities. However, after an initial drop, 
the costs are climbing back to where they 
were prior to 1979. 

“in the first year without the court 
costs our assessment was $304,000," 
Faggiano said. “Just two years later it’s 
back up to $451,000. The last year before 
the state picked up the court costs it was 
in middle 500’s ($587,000) pretty con¬ 
sistently. Now in just two years it’s 
almost back to that level.” 

When asked what the county provided 
in return for the assessments, Groux 
replied, “I don't want to say nothing but I 
honestly don't know what they do." 

John Daly, administrative assistant in 
the Middlesex County Commissioners 
office, protested that the state has yet to 
live up to its promise of reimbursing the 
counties for . maintenance of the court 
system. If the state had provided the $11 
million required to maintain and operate 
the court system, Daly insisted the costs 
would have decreased. 

"If we had got that, which we are 
supposed to, then the assessment would 
have actually gone down and that's a 
plain fact. People always bitch about us 
charging more but not about the state not 
paying us. The county is always the 
whipping boy," Daly complained. 

Daly said his office received word this 
week from the state that it would be

Caterpillars, 

Not Moths, 

Are Problem 

While other communities may be 
feeling the effects of this year’s gypsy 
moth crop, the Town of Winchester is 
suffering more from from the handiwork 
of tent caterpillars, according to Public 
Works Director Walter Tonaszuck. 

Although the spots on the backs of 
each animal may be the only observable 
difference between the two, Tonaszuck 
says they are attracted to different types 
of vegetation. While tent capterpillars 
will propagate and feed off chery or fruit 
trees, in web-like formations, gypsy 
moths create a long strand - allowing the 
wind to carry them from there. 

Tonaszuck says that gypsy moths 
favor oak trees (Winchester's town 
owned trees are mostly maple); tent 
caterpillars go for crab apple, fruit and 
cherry trees. Most of the defoliation to 
date, Tonaszuck says, is due to tent 
caterpillars. 

Tonaszuck says that although Win¬ 
chester’s gypsy moth problem has in¬ 
creased this year, he would not call it 
severe. Other communities, such as 
Easton, have had whole areas visibly 
stripped of vegetation. 

He says that to spray at this date 
would be unwarranted expense. The 
moths are avfqopment stage where they 
consume little food, and chemical sprays 
must be ingested to be effective.

Effective this past Tuesday, the price 
of water increased from 42 cents per 100 
cubic feet to 65 cents per 100 cubic feet.

hung up on a holding school could be the 
worst mistake we could make," Welch 
said. 

Several reisdents, including Planning 
Board member Marion Crandall, ex¬ 
pressed feelings that it would be unfair 
for action to be taken without proper 
notification of the Wyman School neigh¬ 
borhood. Increased difficulty to notify 
abutters during the summer months was 
also noted. The appointment of citizen 
committees is for the purpose of seeking 
residential input. 

William Caci, a local rela realtor and 
Parkhurst neighbor, indicated that there 
was not unanimity among Parkhurst 
abutters favoring single family 
residences. 

"I for one do not favor permanent 
occupation for the Parkhurst site," Caci 
said. He also said he wouldn't oppose 
condominiums in that site, and that 
condominiums in the building would be a 
better use that than a school. 

Mary Brink, another Parkhurst 
abutter, said that Caci "speaks for 
himself." The majority of the neigh¬ 
borhood, she said, favors Bartlett's 
occupying the scol. 

Selectmen O'Connell concluded the 
discussion by likening the situation to two 
barns with two horses needed to be 
housed in each. "Do we really worry 
about which horse will be in which barn,” 
he said. We have need to accommodate 
two schools, two neighborhoods and two 
communitites, he said.

Papas said Winchester can do a better 
job but added there’s a problem with 
comparing test scores and per pupil 
costs. 

“The quality of instruction is still the 
most important issue of all,” Papas 
maintained. “ I think that if you look at 
the test scores of the past 10 years in 
Winchester you’ II see what happened was 
the average IQ is lower than it was 10 
years ago. It bottomed out about five 
years ago and now they are starting to 
get better again,” she said. 

People that complained of Win¬ 
chester's 25 to 1 pupil teacher ratio for 
elementary schools forgot to take into 
account that the figure is written into the 
contract, Papas explained. If by 
declining enrollments it is impossible to 
get the 25:1 ratio then teachers are cut, 
as is the case this year. 

According to the figures released in 
the Globe,78 percent of Winchester High 
School students took the SAT's (college 
boards) and averaged 451 in the verbal 
testing and 493 in the math. The town of 
Weston had the highest scores in both 
categories, 505 in verbal and 549 in math. 

“Given the socioeconomic 
background of the town as a whole we 
should score, well and ,we should, 
better than; we have. We can do better; ■ 
But the entire system has to have it 
impressed on it that we want high 
standards,” Papas said.

the various counties. 

When contacted, a spokesman for the 
office of the state Committee on Coun¬ 
ties, headed by Rep. Charles Flaherty, 
declined comment. 

Daly added that the county does ac¬ 
tually provide services. He said ex¬ 
tension services, such as the 4-H Club 
was maintained by the county. The 
House of Correction in Billerica is run by 
the county and the County Engineering 
Department provided for hearings to be 
held on things like road sites, town 
boundaries, etc. 

MBTA spokesman Mila Dixon said 
employee cost of living increases 
mandated by union contracts and 
spiraling fuel costs were responsible for 
the larger assessment. 

Another factor that contributed to the 
net loss was the fact that school aid from 
Chapter 70 of the general laws remained 
the same as last year. 

“We didn't receive one penny in¬ 
crease in Chapter 70 money," Faggiano 
said. “How can you manage a budget 
with the increases because of inflation, 
contractual obligations and general town 
oper tions . Costs are increasing but we 
get the same amount as lastyear,” 
Faggiano complained. Winchester is 
expected to receive $1.68 million in 
Chapter 70 costs again this year. 

Faggiano admitted that the tax rate 
could be altered depending on the total 
valuation of the town property, which the 
assessors are compiling now and the 
amount of money returned to taxpayers 
in abatements. However, he added that 
he didn’t expect those figures to have a 
significent effect. 

When the assessors finish calculating 
the property valuation the forms will 
then be brought into the state Bureau of 
Accounts and the Department of 
Revenue for approval. If the figures are 
ok’d the town would then receive the go 
ahead to print and mail out the tax bills. 

Overall, Faggiano was pleased with 
the numbers he saw on the cherry sheet 
in that it held no surprises. "It’s not going 
to have any affect (on the tax rate) as far 
as we’re concerned because of our 
projections. We projected lower receipts 
and larger charges and we seemed to hit 
it right on the button’” he said.

for serious concern. In retrospect, I wish 
1 had alerted you to the situation,” he 
said. 

He added that all the data for the 
thesis has been accumulated and that 
only the writing remains. He said there 
was a chance he may finish by Christmas 
but was "more certain in anticipating 
that I'll be done after Christmas but 
before the end of the school year.” 

The issue of his taking a vacation this 
month was something he and MacDonald 
both felt was taken out of perspective. 
Former School Committee member 
Mary Pronski, who refused to leave the 
School Committee meeting called to 
discuss Ackerman's reasons for not 
receiving his doctorate until it was 
conducted in open session, threatened to 
sue if Ackerman was allowed to take his 
vacation so soon after starting work.

School officials shrugged off figures 
released recently that show 50 students 
transferred from Winchester public 
schools to parochial schools last year. 

Enrollment in parochial schools by 
Winchester residents increased last year 
from 254 to 304. Private school 
enrollments remained the same at 223. 

“It’s a nationwide trend, whatever 
that means," School Supt. William 
MacDonald said. "Reports show that 
while everyone else is decreasing they 
(parochial and private) were increasing. 
There’s nothing significent about our 
figures.” 

Most agree that the recent closing of 
three elementary schools has been a 
primary reason for the increase in 
parochial school enrollments last year. 

"A lot of people took their child out of 
the public schools because they would be 
going to three different schools in three 
years because of the consolidation,” said 
School Committee member Constance 
Papas. “I think we will reclaim some of 
those kids, not this year, but eventually. 
In some cases we will never get the kids 
back. But I don’t get to upset about that 
because some will never be properly 
served in the public schools.” 

The smaller classrooms and stricter 
discipline in the private and parochial 
schools is necessary for some students to 
succeed, both Papas and MacDonald 
agreed. But at the same time the self- 
discipline that a student in the public 
schools must adhere to because of the 
arger classrooms and freer atmosphere 
can also be beneficial. 

The possibility of getting “lost in the 
shuffle” is an aspect to public schools 
that bothers Papas. “When people say 
my child would have succeeded if I’d 
known he was having trouble or my child 
didn’t have a chance (in larger public

schools), that bothers me. We have built 
in so many programs. We have the 
regular programs for the ’regular kids’ 
and then we have the 766 programs, 
resource rooms, Title 1 programs and 
classes for advanced students. 

“If people complain about the 
education now compared to 20 years ago 
then I suggest they go back and see how 
many kids Winchester was educating 
then compared to now,” Papas 
suggested. 

"If you are in u affluent society then 
the people might prefer private schools a 
little bit more because it’s the traditional 
thing. Their brothers went there, they 
went there, that type of thing," Mac¬ 
donald said. 

Audrey Deshler will lie sending her 
daughter to St. Mary’s to start the 
seventh grade this full. The consolidation 
was one factor but the parochial school 
tradition was another. 

"The .'alues that St. Mary’s taught 
appealed to us. The social scene is not as 
rapid and that appealed to us, too," 
Deshler said. “It’s not that I’m 
displeased with the Winchester schools. 
But because of the consolidation I knew it 
was a stress time. Teachers are under a 
lot of strain. That made me a little un¬ 
settled, a little uneasy," she said. 

Where the Deshler’s daughter will go 
for high school remains to be seen. A 
Catholic high school is a possibility but 
Deshler added that she would probably 
try Winchester High School "for one 
year" and see how it turns out.

It has been a familiar name in 
Massachusetts sports circles now for two 
generations. But for the 91 kids that 
attended last week's basketball camp at 
Winchester High School, it was their first 
exposure to the Ronnie Perry their 
fathers grew up seeing star on the 
basketball courts and the baseball 
diamond. 

If the kids knew more about Ronnie 
Perry Jr. it didn't seem to matter Friday 
afternoon when Perry, the senior, talked 
to the group about basketball in general, 
shooting in particular and about his son 
with pride. 

“Needless to say I'm very proud of 
him," Perry, now 48, said of his son who 
recently graduated from Holy Cross 
magna cum laude. “He’s had to work 
very hard and regardless of what hap¬ 
pens I don't think lie has anything left to 
prove." 

As many know, Ronnie Jr. is in his 
first month of professional baseball, 
playing for Glen Falls (Chicago White 
Sox affiliate) of the Eastern League. In 
September he'll be at the Boston Celtics 
rookie camp after being chosen in the 
third round of the college draft last 
month. 

As of last week he was hitting about 
.260 and had yet to commit an error at 
third base or shortstop in the 10 games he 
had played. Perry said the difference in 
the quality of play between college and 
the Double A level has been considerable. 

"The pitching and the defense is 
really impressive," Perry said. “The hits 
that used to go through in college they’re 
catching up to here." 

Whether he makes it as a baseball 
player, basketball player or 
businessman the elder Perry is happy for 
his son. "Hey, he has the opportunity to 
try both things. Very few people get a 
chance like that. He gets to try this 
(baseball) for a few months and then 
basketball. Boston fans are tough, fans 
are tough everywhere. But if he doesn’t 
go and make either team he's won as far 
as I'm concerned. I just w.ant to see him 
happy." 

By any standard Ron Perry Sr. has 
also been a winner. As Athletic Director 
at Holy Cross for the past seven years he 
has brought national recognition back to 
the basketball program and has 
generally revamped the entire athletic 
program at the Worcester college. 

But if he's working behind the scenes 
now, many remember him when he was 
in the limelight. After starring at 
Catholic Memorial he went onto Holy 
Cross where he was co-captain . of a 
Crusader team that captured the 1954 
National Invitational Tournament

championship back when the NIT really 
meant something. Two years before 
that,as a sophomore,he helped pitch the 
Crusaders to the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association baseball title. His 
career pitching mark at HC was 23-2. 

Prior to returning to HC he coached 
Catholic Memorial High School (West 
Roxbury) into athletic prominence in 
baseball and basketball. His basketball 
teams won 10 consecutive conference 
crowns, eight New England Catholic 
Tournament titles, two state cham¬ 
pionships while compiling a 292-34 
record. 

His baseball teams could manage just 
186 victories in 239 contests. 

His goal now is to make sure Holy 
Cross remains a power in eastern 
basketball, a status which has been 
threatened since the formation of the Big 
East conference last year.

Camp organizer and WHS basketball 
coach John Myers was pleased with the 
week’s workout although it would have 
been nice if a cooler week could have 
been picked. 

“1 was very happy with the week,” 
Myers said Friday afternoon. “I wanted 
these kids to learn to give and to work at 
100 percent all the time and they did, 
even in the heat.”

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The House "Beacon Hill Roll 
Call" records local Represen¬ 
tatives’ votes on 10 key roll calls. 

Debt Ceiling (H 6694) - House 
rejected 95-49, an amendment to 
the proposed $140 million capital 
outlay budget. The amendment 
would put on $6.95 billion celling 
on the state's debt. 

Amendment supporters 
argued that Massachusetts has a 
poor credit rating because of its 
high state debt, and urged the 
House to stop spending and 
borrowing money without 
concern for the taxpayers. 
Opponents said a limitation on 
debt is no guarantee that the 
state’s credit rating will im¬ 
prove. Some said that the state is 
in good financial condition now 
and claimed the state’s credit 
rating is good. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted for the debt ceiling. 

Capital Outlay Budget (H 
6694) - House approved 126-19, a 
$180 million capital outlay 
budget for various construction 
and improvement projects 
throughout the state. 

Supporters defended the 
package as a sound and 
reasonable one that funds worth¬ 
while projects and takes the 
state’s financial picture into 
consideration at the same time. 
Opponents said the House added 
$40 million in amendments onto 
the original $140 million 
package, and labelled the new 
$180 million version irrespon¬ 
sible and loaded with pet 
projects. 

Saltmarsh voted- for this 
budget. 

D.A. Salary (H 1865) - House 
approved 139 - 12, a bill hiking 
the salary of district attorneys 
from $36,200 to $45,000. 

Supporters argued the raise 
was justified, noting salaries 
must be kept competitive in 
order to attract qualified people 
since most district attorneys 
could make much more in 
private practice. Opponents said 
the hike was too much and un¬ 
justified when the taxpayer is 
struggling to make ends meet. 
Some supported a smaller hike. 

Saltmarsh voted for the hike. 

Hall Of Fame (H 5837) - 
House rejected 131 - 16, a bill 
providing up to a $5 million bond 
issue to build a new Basketball 
Hall of Fame in Springfield. 

Supporters argued the new 
hall would attract 200,000 people 
and generate some $3 million a 
year from tourists, as well as 
create more jobs and increase 
income tax revenue. Opponents, 
noting the eventual cost would be 
at least $10 million, said the hall 
should be built by private funds. 
They said the House had no 
business getting involved in 
private enterprise. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
bill. 

Auto Repair (H 4512) - House 
rejected 95-53, a detailed bill 
establishing a board of 
registration of automotive 
repairs and providing for the 
registration of auto repair shops. 

The board would investigate 
complaints against any shops 
and gather any evidence of legal 
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violations. It would also have the 
power, after a hearing, to deny, 
suspend, revoke, or refuse to 
renew the registration of any 
shop found In violation of rules 
and regulations. The shop could 
then appeal the decision through 
legal channels. 

Supporters, noting a similar 
bill has worked well in 
California, said the bill would 
help the consumer by setting up 
a separate powerful board with 
expertise on aut,o repair 
problems and .violations. They 
noted the measure has been 
endorsed by the Attorney 
General’s office and other 
agencies who now handle these 
complaints without enough 
power and centralization. 

Opponents, noting the bill 
creates another bureaucracy, 
said small businesses are 
already over-regulated and the 
bill is another unnecessary 
burden. They claimed the bill 
will result in increased costs of 
up to 25 percent for consumers, 
because repair shops will be 
hesitant to use second-hand or 
used parts. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
bill. 

The Senate "Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local Senators’ 
votes on two key roll calls from 
last week’s session. 

South Africa Funds (S 1316) - 
Senate refused 27-9, to remove 
from the table, a bill prohibiting 
the investment of public pension 
funds in any firm doing business 
in South Africa. Leaving the bill 
on the table means no further 
action can be taken on it until the 
Senate votes to remove it. The 
Senate had tabled the bill last 
week on a voice vote, even 
though it had passed it by an 
overwhelming 29-7 vote April 30. 

Supporters of the bill, 
claiming investments<total some 
$60 million, said the violation of 
human rights in South Africa is 
deplorable and should not be 
condoned with our investments. 
Opponents of the bill said the bill 
is unfair unless it prohibits in¬ 
vestments in all countries that 
violate human rights. Some said 
the measure would lead to that 
country’s economic collapse and 
open it up to communism. 

There was another issue 
involved here, with some op¬ 
ponents of removing the bill 
from the table arguing it is 
Senate custom that the person 
that made the motion to table a 
bill must be the one to move to 
remove it. They noted the motion 
to table and the motion to 
remove were made by two dif¬ 
ferent Senators. (Two roll calls 
are listed below. On the first, the 
Senate approved the bill 29-7. A 
"Yea" vote is for the bill. A 
"Nay” vote is against It. On the 
second the Senate refused 27-9, to 
remove the bill from the table. A 
“Yea" vote is for removing the 
bill from the table. A "Nay” vote 
is against removing the bill from 
the table). 

Rotondi voted for the bill and 
voted to remove the bill from the 
table.

Court Clinic 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I hope that readers are interested in 
the recent attention being paid to the 
provision of psychiatric services to the 
legal system. 

Somehow it seems that courts and 
corrections, as well as police, are being 
involved in mental health activities. Out 
and out mental illness, alcoholism, 
family crises, drug and other substance 
intoxications, all are matters in which 
involvement with the law is but one 
aspect of overall adaptation problems 
that encumber many individuals who 
take up the time and facilities of the 
judicial system. 

The court clinic system, in which 
psychiatrists, psychologists, social 
workers, and other mental health per¬ 
sonnel are housed in clinics within the 
court houses themselves, is an important 
instrumentality in the provision of these 
services. Presently there are 20 court 
linics in operation, most of which are 
within the metropolitan Boston area. 

We regard it as important to expand 
court clinic facilities. As an aid toward 
that end, the Massachusetts Association 
of Court Clinic Directors is conducting a 
study of specific mental health needs of 
the different courts in the Massachusetts 
Trial Court System. The aim is to be able 
to deploy the limited court clinic 
resources most efficiently and most 
effectively throughout the Trial Court. 

It would be most helpful to the study if 
we could be aided by one or two volun¬ 
teers. If any of the readers is interested, I 
should be most appreciative if he or she 
would contact me at the Woburn District 
Court Clinic, 935-4000, Ext. 69.

Waste On Wheels

A truck loaded xvith radioactive materials is traveling up Route 
93. Suddenly, it swerves out of control, smashing up against the 
guard rail. Containers of spent nuclear fuel lie scattered across the 
roadway. 

Could the accident in this scenario have been avoided? Were local 
authorities notified that the radioactive cargo would be moving 
through their cities? Did the trip itself violate a local ordinance? 

These are some of the questions I tried to have answered at a 
public hearing earlier this month on new Department of Tran¬ 
sportation regulations concerning the transportation of radioactive 
materials. The hearing was called after members of the New 
England Congressional delegation convinced Transportation 
Secretary Neil Goldschmidt that a public meeting in the region at 
which citizens could express their concerns about the new rules was 
urgently needed. 

The proposed regulations, if enacted, will route nuclear waste 
and other radioactive materials over most of the region’s major 
highways and through many of its cities. In Massachusetts, the 
shipments are expected to pass through New Bedford, Fall River, 
Springfield, Lowell, Lawrence and Haverhill. 

These truckloads will travel through congested industrial and 
residential areas without any restrictions as to the time of day or day 
of the week although Transportation Department studies have in¬ 
dicated that banning weekend shipments could reduce the potential 
for accididents by one-half. 

The proposed regulations also pre-empt state and local or¬ 
dinances enacted to control the several hundred thousand shipments 
of low-level radioactive materials and the relatively few truckloads 
of spent nuclear fuel that travel the nation’s highways annually. 
Local governments had taken the transportation safety issue into 
their own hands when it appeared the federal government and the 
nuclear industry were, at times, handling the safety problems of 
radioactive transport in a casual, haphazard manner. 

State and local governments are in the best position to be in¬ 
formed on road safety conditions. They also have emergency per¬ 
sonnel who will be expected to respond to an accident under their 
jurisdiction. The federal government cannot be in the position to 
oversee every truck traveling every highway across the country. 

Federal regulations are usually promulgated because state laws 
and local ordinances are not tough enough. In this case, however, the 
proposed federal guidelines are less restrictive than their local 
counterparts. In fact, according to the proposed new rules, local or 
state governments would not have to be notified until 90 days after a 
shipment had passed through their borders. 

One proposal I advocated in testimony at the recent hearing was 
a set of routing guidelines that would avoid densely populated areas. 
The Transportation Department has encouraged direct routes where 
possible, explaining that circuitous routes would increase 
radioactive exposure for the truck crew. 

Increasing the possibility of widespread public exposure to 
radioactive materials in the event of an accident in a densely 
populated area in order to protect the crew seems to me to be a 
questionable priority. It would make more sense to insist on better 
shielding of the ca^ks and shorter driving periods for the crew. 

Another debatabble section in the proposed rule Involves the use 
of tunnels for the transportation of nuclear waste. While most 
hazardous material is banned from tunnels, the Transportation 
Department proposes to allow radioactive cargoes to pass through 
them. The ruling should at least give the state the authority to ban 
tunnel routes if an alternate route is available. 

The coming years will see an increase in the number of trucks 
carrying radioactive materials through our region. That these 
materials move safely must be the goal for concerned citizens, for 
those they elect to public office, and for the federal government.

Anticipating this weekend’s heavy holiday traffic, the Mass. 
Turnpike Authority recently issued a warning that the 55-mile per 
hour speed limit will b^ strictly enforced. 


The $5.93 fiscal package signed into law by Gov. Edward King 
last week contains no new taxes and represents a 4.89 percent in¬ 
crease over this year’s expenditures. 

Some of the budget includes $1,552 billion in local aid, $2.6 billion 
for human services (including $1.7 billion for public assistance to 
provide care for children, sick, elderly and handicapped persons), 
$400 million for educational programs, $500 million to maintain the 
legislature, courts and constitutional offices, and $800 million to pay 
outstanding state debts, pensions and insurance. 


The MBTA’s first rapid transit and streetcar fare increase in 12 
years became effective this past Monday. However, those affected 
by the pay hike can beat the increase for the next two months by 
purchasing pre-paid monthly passes. 


According to local and state officials speaking at a recent 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council meeting, Proposition 2 and one- 
half, which seeks to limit taxes, would hit many metropolitan Boston 
communities "like a bomb." Hardest hit would be the 94 cities and 
towns where property taxes exceed three percent of the fair market 
value.

Thanks to smart public relations by state 
officials, led by the Governor, the impact of the 
Cherry Sheet will probably escape many 
residents. While the Boston papers ran the 
figures on state aid and the Governor told in¬ 
terviewers how much he was doing for the cities 
and towns, no one was pointing out that the 
Cherry Sheet has two sides: revenues and 
charges. 

State aid is down $9.9 million this year and the 
net assessments are up a net of $34.5 million. 
Obviously such disparity means that local 
taxpayers will have to make up the difference. 

But thanks to state officials who were smart 
enough to pass a tax cap and make voters think 
that the blame for high taxes belongs on local 
shoulders, selectmen, city councilors and 
managers and mayors will take the blame. 

Governor King says that his new $5.93 billion 
budget represents an increase of 4.89 percent yet 
some town’s Cherry Sheet charges are going up 
more than that. Taxpayers saw what happens 
when an agency runs out of money last winter. 
The Governor gave the MBTA $12 million, then 
told cities and towns in the district to pay half, 
even though they had opposed the supplement. 

That additional assessment is one reason the 
T charge is increased on the Cherry Sheet, and 
taxpayers can look forward to more of the same, 
because this year the T will run out of money 
sooner. Some towns, including Arlington, plan to 


go to court to contest the supplementary 
assessment being placed against them. 

One feature of the new budget, which 
municipal officials feel sets a bad precedent, is 
that the state will start collecting half of the 
revenue taken in from parking and traffic 
violations, a loss of $10-$15 million this fiscal 
year according to the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council. 

This is a great game that state officials play. 
They pretend that they don’t know anything 
about waste, mandated programs, corruption, 
payroll padding, and pretend to be Santa Clauses 
passing out the local aid. 

If the town meeting-finance (warrant) 
committee system could be adapted to state 
agencies taxpayers could be sure the tax rate 
would plummet. Big government, self-interest, 
politicians afraid of reform, all make for high 
taxes, and the system perpetuates itself. It won't 
be enough to shift the funding of an agency such 
as the MBTA away from the property tax—we’ve 
got to change the way things are run, otherwise 
taxpayers through their state taxes will still be 
paying. 

So, the next time you hear a state official take 
credit for giving so much money to the town, tell 
him if he wants to help taxpayers he can take the 
MDC, county and MBTA assessments with him, 
find a better way to run and fund the MBTA, and 
get rid of county government. 


Alice In Budget Wonderland

Budget debates have been and will continue to 
be in the news. They are difficult to follow 
because the government is grappling with three 
fiscal year budgets at any time. Let’s sort out 
just this month’s events. 

—On June 12, the Senate approved the ex¬ 
penditure through September 30 of $13.3 million 
to pay for registering 19- and 20-year-old males. 
After a conference between House and Senate 
committees to resolve differences with a slightly 
different House bill. Congress will approve it. In 
taking this modest step to reduce the time to 
obtain draftees (if draft legislation is later 
legislated), the Senate stated that “the most 
compelling argument” is “the growing tension in 
the Persian Gulf area” and "the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan.” 

—This $13.3 million was just one of thousands 
of changes in the budget for fiscal year 1980. 
These made it necessary for Congress to adjust 
on June 12 the 1980 budget statutory spending 
limit to $572.65 billion. This creates a 1980 budget 
deficit of $47 billion, replacing the $23 billion 
projected last fall. 

—This action was one of many which in¬ 
creased the total national debt, forcing Congress 
on June 12, to increase until February 1981 the 
statutory debt limit to $905 billion. 

—On June 12, Congress resolved debate over 
the first of two fiscal year 1981 resolutions 
required each year by law. This first resolution 
specified the spending and revenue targets for 
fiscal 1981. (In the fall, a second resolution will 
constitute a binding fiscal blueprint for 1981.) 
The spending target was $613.6 billion, with 
$153.7 billion for defense, despite Carter’s 
requested $150 billion. Congress set a larger 
figure of $170.5 billion for outlays for 1981 and 
future years (to cover slower programs), about 
$6 billion more than Carter’s figure. Senator 
“Fritz” Hollings of South Carolina, who replaced 
ex-Senator Muskie as chairman of the Senate 
Budget Committee, achieved agreement on the 
$153.7 billion figure, despite an earlier House 
rejection. Courageously, Sen. Hollings dug in 
while offering his liberal opponents an $800 
million dollar reduction in the $170.5 billion 
figure controlling less meaningful future year 


expenditures and by agreeing to $300 million 
more for two domestic programs. 

—The revenue figure set in this resolution 
exceeds the $613.6 billion spending figure by $200 
million, permitting Congress to claim a balanced 
1981 budget. But rapidly rising unemployment 
will increase budgeted outlays for welfare and 
reduce programmed tax revenues. Typically, 
Maryland Representative Robert Bauman said, 
“Nobody believes this budget is in balance ... it 
will soon be a budget of $30 billion or $40 billion ... 

—With the budget committees, work done for 
now, Armed Services Committees must 
“authorize” 1981 defepse dollars, for 1981 and 
future years, which fall within the $170.5 billion. 
Appropriations Committees must appropriate 
dollars actually to be spent in 1981 within, the 
$153.7 billion. 

—On June 12, the Senate Armed Services 
Committee voted to. '‘authorize” a significant 
portion — $51.9 billion — for 1981 procurement of 
weapons. This was $5 billion more than Carter’s 
request, but $1.2 billion below that authorized by 
the House. The Senate increases would provide: 
one additional nuclear submarine; long lead 
time items for other submarines; two additional 
guided missile frigates; eight containerships for 
the rapid deployment force; a battleship and an 
additional carrier (both restored to service); 
several additional jet fighter aircraft; vertical 
landing and take-off aircraft for the marines; a 
modernized FB-111 program for strategic 
bombing. On a separate matter, badly needed 
improvements in military compensation were 
authorized. 

—Meanwhile, all month, the Administration 
is working in great secret on its 1982 defense 
budget, with no intention of reversing the decline 
of U.S. military power. 

The Senate additions to Carter’s 1981 budget 
are desperately needed. Our analyses suggest 
that $15 billion rather than $6 billion would have 
been prudent. Yet the President, seeking to hold 
liberal support until November, already has his 
staff lobbying Congress for cuts of $6 billion in 
the Authorization bill or on the later action by 
Appropriations Committees.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

On Monday, June 23, I was finally 
made aware of a gross misuse of power 
here in the Winchester Recreation 
Department. On that evening, Mr. Gray, 
the supervisor at the Palmer Tennis 
Courts, exhibited an attitude and use of 
authority unbecoming of a public official. 

I witnessed and was involved in one of the 
most blatant misuses of authority I have 
ever observed. 

Winchester High School students are 
subject to rule six on the "rule board” at 
the courts, which states, in effect, that all 
Winchester residents over 18 and Win¬ 
chester High School graduates will 
receive courts before those under 18 in all 
circumstances. This rule overrides any 
logical "first come, first served” rule. 
Mr. Gray, in interpretation of this rule, 
will not reserve courts for anyone under 
18. 

On that Monday, a friend and I walked 
to the courts intending to play a singles 
match. When we arrived, all the courts 
were taken by adults. We waited a total 
of 45 minutes to receive a court. When a 
court became available, we approached 
Mr. Gray to ask to be placed on the 
empty court. He told us that he 
“thought” that someone was coming. We 
were victims of rule six. 

I walked to the benches where I was 
astonoshed and angered to find four men 
who had finished playing doubles 
drinking beer. They sat in front of Mr. 
Gray as they opened the cans and drank. 
These men freely broke Chapter 8 Sec¬ 
tion 21 of the town’s Code of By-Laws 
which prohibits the public consumption 
of alcholic beverages. 

Mr. Gray did nothing to prevent these 
men from drinking. When I commented 
to him, Mr. Gray called me a "spoiled 
brat” and that I was taking out not 


receiving a court on the men. He also 
stated that he was not a policeman and 
could not enforce the laws. Should we 
have a person who cannot handle such 
responsibility in an authority-type job? 

Mr. Gray came dangerously close to 
condoning the beer drinking when he told 
me that the men had worked hard all day 
and deserved this type of recreation. 
Why should we obey .the rules while 
others break them without punishment? 

I threatened to notify the police. Mr. 
Gray invited me to do so, saying that the 
men would then see what kind of person I 
am. He also told me that from now on, he 
would never place me on a court because 
of my complaint. 

I believe that Mr. Gray deserves a 
severe reprimand from the Recreation 
Department. The Recreation Depart¬ 
ment should delegate public relation 
powers io responsible people, not 
alway to the traditional, "pet” people.

Ralph W. Hatch, husband of Olive D.

LAND OPTION TECHNIQUE 


When considering the 
purchase of a large par¬ 
cel ot land, it would be 
wise to think about a 
technique which has 
some degree of risk but 
tremendous profit po¬ 
tential.

you can sell the option at 
a profit or you can buy 
at the specified price 
and resell to another 
buyer. If your hunch 
doesn't pan out, all 
you've lost is the price 
of the option without 
tying up a lot of money 
over a period of years.
